As recorded in the last ‘Amiual 
Report of the Hongkong General ' 
Ghamber of Commerce,

SINGAPORE PLEA FOR 
RESTRICTIONS... 


ARMED CHINESE PROBLEM. 


In view of the report of ‘intimida- 
tion in Singapore, in connexion with 
the Chinese boycott of the tram 
service, given in a news cable 
to-day, 
Straita Times of Thursday 
week: is of special “Interest: 

aA correspondent ‘signing him- 
self “An Old Citizen’ suggests that 
the methods of some forty .yenrs 
ago in dealing with the suppression 
of accret societies are worthy of 
present imitation. “Secret s0- 
cicties,” he adds, “seem to havo 
been at the bottom of all these trou- 
bles.” Local histoty certainly shows 
that resolute action was taken with 
every success in the time of Mr. 
‘Alexander Pickering, the first Pro- 
teetor of Chinese in Singapore, and 
Mr. G. T. Hare. and others, and 
though, it is not certain that the 
secret socicties as then known find 
their prototype in the agitators res- 
ponsible for the present trouble, it 
seems obvious that some of the 
methods of the forerunners of the 
present authorities. might well be 
copied to advantage. 

Lawlessness among 2 certain cle- 
ment of the Chinese population has 
been a factor to deal with through- 
out Singapore's history.

For all we know, these 
bills may refer to sich innocent 
matters as pink pills and theatri- 
cal entertainments, but it js inevi+ 
table that they are regarded with 
suspicion by those whose educa- 
tion did not include a study: of 
Chinese characters. We trust that 
the colony possesses / a sufficient| 
number of officers, European as 
well as Asiatic, fo whom the read- 
ing of Chinese presents no my- 
stery, and it ig not unreasonable 
to suggest that the present is an 
opportune time when the law re- 
garding facilities to print and pub- 
lish any kind vf mather might be 
made much more stringent. 


Stricter Measures, 


Stricter law in this reapect and 
also such matters as night schools, 
aecret, societies and the Iike would 
make the task of the police in pre- 
serving the peace of the settlement 
considerably less difficult,

Licences for firenrms are never

be done in this matter of gun 
licences.

A remarkable increase in local 
traMfle” Is shown by — interesting 
figures contained In the Chamber 
of Commerce Report, “it being 
mentioned: in special reference to 
the Press that the reception of 
“Rugby Press” had.resulted in 
approximately a, quarter of a 
million words of news being re- 
ceived from England, direct, : 


Tt is hoped still further to 
improve the service in the pre- 
sont year, the report adds, 

Radio telegrams exchanged with’ 
ships numbered 11,832, containing 
in all 15,173 words, this being an 
inervase of 2,069- messages and 
15,020 words over the previous 
year, The total number of inter- 
port traffic messages handled was 
10.029, representing: 101,665 words, 
and the total paid traffic messages 
numbered 26,706, representing 
216,664 swords. 

The unpaid traffic total amoual, 
ed to 11,722 messages, of 506,338 
words, Which included '364 Rugby 
Press, messages, — representing 
229,211 words, and 10,889 meteoro- 
toyieal. messages representing 
241845 words. A total of 795 
messages (14,155 words) were 
exchanged with Pratas Observa- 
tion Station. Service messages 
numbered 6,867 containing 118,- 
770 words. 

The grand total of all messages 
handled | amounted to 45,296 re- 
presenti, nearly a milion words.
